The Board of Registration' Commis-
slonears will sit today to hear the petitions
flled by tha poliee to strike off approxl-
mately 25600 names from the voting lists
in the Penrose-McNichol wards.

The petitions were filed after n canvass
had been made by uniformed polleemen.
Yosterday 1361 petitions, signed and wit-
nessed by two esmployes of the Depart-
ment of Publle Safety, were presonted to |
tha commisgloners. More will be filed
today,

The commissioners will ait all day to-
day henring the petitions, and will con-
tinue thelr sessions tomorrow, Monday and
Tuesdny.

The police canvass and the appeal to
the commissioners to strike the names
from the lists were planned ns a Iast
hour coup by the Vares and the ad-
minixtration again.t the Penrose-Me-
Niabol leaders, Lisutenant Van Horn,
of the 11th and Winter streets station,
filed the petitions.

While nothing s known as to the feel-
Ing among the conferces, It is generally
accopted that the number of men to com-
pose the regular army will be o compro-
mise between the 260,000 forces carried
In the Senate bill and the 140,000 pro-~
vided In the measure as It passed the
House, Some membors clalmed yesterday
that the atrength of the standing army in
time of peace would be finally fixed ut
170,000,

Finerman whaa asglsting in charging it,
killing her. Injuring her husband and
brother and wrecking the little shop,

“Pon’'t avercharge,' Mre Finerman had
warned her husband, He and William
Berlin, Mra., Finerman's brother, laughed.
They told her she was an old woman.

Mre. Fineman wans holding the pipe
when the explosion came, The top of the
tank was blown off, metal pleces shooting
in every Hirection. Severnl struck Mres
Finerman, one plunging Inta her breanst,
When Doctor Johnson, of 8t. Mary's Flons-
pital, arrived the woman was dead.

In one corner of the room the physi-
¢ian found Harry, her husband Ha
had sustained a fractured arm and con-
tusions about the body and was uncon-
solous. William, his brother-in-law, had
been tossed Into an opposite corner.
